© Inflead of the Venite, &c. let Pſalm XLVI. be uſed, then the 
pſalms for the day, being the 13th of the Month. Firſt Leſſon, Jer. 
XIV. Second Leſſon, Rom. XIII. 


T Inflead of the firſt colle, let the following be uſed. 
O Almighty Lord God, who ruleſt over all the kingdoms of the 


earth, and on whoſe moſt gracious providence they depend 
evermore for peace, plenty and proſperity, extend thine accuſ- 
tomed goodneſs to * people of this land, who now look up to 
thee as their ſure defence, and humbly implore the continuance 
of that merciful care and kindneſs, which they have ſo often ex- 
jenced in all their wants and neceſſities. Hear us from thy 
oly heaven, when we thus call upon thee, in the day of our 
diſtreſs, and be thou graciouſly pleaſed to deliver us in thy good 
time from the miſeries of war, and thoſe hardſhips of ſcarcity and 
dearth which we now ſo juſtly ſuffer, for our manifold fins 
and iniquities. Yet, O gracious father, when we return to thee, 
with penitent and obedient hearts, do thou return to us with thy 
wonted pity and compaſſion, and whilſt thy powerſul arm is 
ſtretched out for out protection, let thy heavenly benediction be 
alſo extended to the fruits of the earth, that ſo the year now be- 
fore us may be crowned with thy goodneſs, and we receiving 
the return of thy bounty and benefits, may uſe the ſame to the 
relief of thoſe that are needy, to our own comfort, and above all 
to the glory of thy holy and ever bleſſed name, through the me- 
rits and mediation of Jeſus Chriſt, our Lord and only Saviour. 
Amen. 


T The Litany ſhall be uſed, and after the prayer in the end of it, 
(We humbly beſeech thee, &c.) /ball the following prayer of Hu- 
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miliation be added. 


O Moſt Holy and Eternal Lord God, who dwelleft in light in- 
acceſhble, to which no mortal eye can approach; thou art

a conſuming fire to all diſobedient and impenitent ſinners, but 
a moſt tender and compaſſionate Father to ſuch as truly repent 
and tura to thee. We thine unworthy ſervants, who are here 
aſſembled, with hearts deeply ſenſible of our own vileneſs, and of 


thy manifold and great mercies, do moſt humbly beſeech thee to 


accept theſe our prayers and ſupplications, which we now offer 
before thee, in behalf of ourſelves, and of that ſinful nation to 
which we belong. We confeſs, O Lord, with ſorrow and humi- 
lation, that we are a wicked and faithleſs generation, a people 
who ſet not their heart aright, and whoſe ſpirit cleaveth not ſted- 
faſtly unto thee Thou haſt ſhewn us wonderful things in thy 
goodneſs, O God of our ſalvation. Thou haſt comforted our ſouls 
with the hopes of a happy immortality, and blefſed us with tem- 
poral mercies in abundance, with plenty, liberty and peace, And 
when thou haſt corrected us, and threatened us with the loſs of 
any of theſe bleſſings, it has been like a kind and tender father, 
managing the rod with mercy and gentleneſs, and letting us ſee, 
that not our ruin, but our amendment was thereby intended. 
Yet under all theſe obligations to piety and obedience, how 
wicked and ungrateful has our nation been | Thy ſpiritual 


bleſſings, O thou Lover of Souls, we have vilified and deſpiſed, 


and many, too many among us have corrupted the truth, and de- 
ſtrayed the influence of thy glorious goſpel, denying the Lord 
that bought them, doing deſpite to the Spirit of grace, trampling 
upon all that is ſacred, and making way to the very overflowings 


of ungodlineſs. Even in the things of this world our Plenty has | 


been abuſed by Riot and Intemperance, our Liberty by Licen- 
tiouſneſs, our Peace and Safety, by Strife, Envying and Divi- 
ſions amongſt ourſelves. Such, O Lord, is the fad and deplorable 
{tate of this ſinful nation, which we do this day unfeignedly 
grieve for and ſincerely lament before tace, acknowledging too 
with the deepeſt ſorrow, that our own fins have contributed too 
much to fill up the meaſure of theſe iniquities. It is of thy.mer- 
cy, O God, that we are not conſumed, and becauſe thy com- 
paiions fail not. Thou haſt ſpared us, when we deſerved pu- 
niſhment, and ſhewn us afar off the power of thy avenging arm, 
that we may embrace thy gracious offers of Peace and Reconci- 
liation. Be thou pleaſed, O merciful Father, to awaken us all 
to atrue and deep ſenſe of our manifold and often repeated pro- 
vocations ;z And for thine own ſake, who delighteſt in ſhewing 
mercy, for the fake of thy bleſſed Son, who came into the world 


to ſave ſiuners, pardon, we beſcech thee, the great and crying = 
| | ; 
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of this whole nation, and blot out of thy remembrance thoſe of 
our forefathers, as well as our own tranſgreſſions, which have ſo 
ſadly increaſed thy ſevere diſpleaſure. Spare thy people, good 
Lord, ſpare them, and let not thine heritage be brought to con- 
fuſion. Hear us, O Lord, for thy mercy is great, and according 
to the multitude of thy loving kindneſſes hearken to our pray- 
ers, for the ſake of Hi, whom thou heareſt always, Jeſus Chriſt, 
thy beloved ſon, and our only mediator and advocate. Amen.

De Collect of the day, the ſame as in the Morning Prayer. 


q The Epiſtle, 2. St. Peter II. ver. . to ver. 20. 


E Lord knoweth how to deliver the godly out of temptati- 

ons, and to reſerve the unjuſt unto the day of judgment to be 
puniſhed ; but chiefly them that walk after the fleſh in the luſts 
of uncleanneſs, and deſpiſe government; preſumptuous are they, 
ſelf willed, they are not afraid to ſpeak evil of dignities; where- 
as angels which are greater in power and might, bring no railing 
accuſation againſt them before the Lord. But theſe as natural 
brute beaſts, made to be taken and deſtroyed, ſpeak evil of the 
things that they underſtand not, and ſhall utterly periſh in their 
own corruption; and ſhall receive the reward of unrighteouſneſs, 
as they that count it pleaſure to riot in the day time; ſpots they 
are and blemiſhes, ſporting themſelves with their own deceiv- 
ings, while they feaſt with you: Having eyes full of adultery, 
and that cannot ceaſe from fin, beguiling unſtable ſouls. An 
heart they have, exerciſed with covetous practices; curſed child- 
ren; which have forſaken the right way, and are gone aſtray, 
following the way of Balaam the fon of Boſor, who loved the 
wages of unrighteouſneſs, but was rebuked for his iniquity, 


the dumb aſs, ſpeaking with man's voice, forbade the madneſs of 


the prophet. Theſe are wells without water; clouds that are 
carried with a tempeſt, to whom the miſt of darkneſs is reſerved 
for ever. For when they ſpeak great ſwelling words of vanity, 


they allure through the luſts of the fleſh, through much wanton- 
neſs

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neſs, thoſe that were clean eſcaped from them who live in errour. 
While they promiſe them liberty, they themſelves are the ſer- 


vants of corruption; for of whom a man is overcome, of the ſame 
is he brought in bondage. 


The Goſpel, St Luke XIII. to ver. 10: 


HERE were preſent at that ſeaſon ſome that told him of the 
Galileans, whoſe blood Pilate had mingled with their ſacri- 
fices. And Jeſus anſwering, ſaid unto them, Suppoſe ye that 
theſeGalileans were ſinners above all the Galileans, ones they 
ſuffered ſuch things ? I tell you, Nay : but exceptye repent, ye ſhall 
all likewiſe periſh. Or thoſe eighteen, upon whom the tower of 
Siloam fell and flew them; think ye that they were ſinners above 
all men that dwelt in Jeruſalem ? I tell you, Nay : but except ye 
repent, ye ſhall all likewiſe periſh. He ſpake alſo this parable. 
A certain man had a fig-tree planted in his vineyard, and he 
came and ſought fruit thereon, and found none. Then ſaid he 
unto the drefler of his vineyard, Behold theſe three years I come, 
ſeeking fruit on this fig-tree, and find none: cut it down, why 
cumberethit the ground? and he anſwering, ſaid unto him, Lord, 
let it alone this year alſo, till I ſhall dig about it, and dung it ; 


and if it bear fruit, well; and if not, then after that, thou ſhalt 


cut it down. 


Alter the prayer for the whole flate of Chriſt's church, the followw- 
ing ſball be uſed. 


O Almighty and Everliving Lord God, thou glorious ſoverei 

of the univerſe, who doſt not willingly afflict or grieve the 
children of men, but knoweſt how to puniſh the unthankful na- 
tions that rebel againſt thee, look down, we beſeech thee, in mer- 
ciful compaſſion on the inhabitants of this land, and ſuffer them 
not in anyextremity to let go their dependance on thee, or to place 
it any where but in thee. Protect thy ſervant our Sovereign 
Lord the King, in the exerciſe of that power which thou haſt com- 


' mitted to him; let thy wiſdom be his guide, and let thine arm 


ſtrengthen him. Defend him from the gathering together of 
the froward, and from the inſurrection of wicked doers; keep 
him always under the ſhadow of thy wings, that the ſons of vi- 
olence may not hurt his perſon, nor the clamours of ſedition 
diſturb his reign. Direct and bleſs the counſels of his Mg 
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and grant, that being ſincerely inclined to peace, they may be 
able to baffle the deſigns of that treacherous enemy, who only 
ſpeaks peace with his mouth, while war is in his heart. Pre- 
ſerve our country from the deſtructive principles, as well as from 
the deſolating power of thoſe with whom we have to contend, 
and when their hearts have been ſoftened by defeat and diſap- 
pointment, and brought back through the various revolutions of 
their oppreſſive government, to the acknowledgement of thy di- 
vine power and providence, diſpoſe them, O God, if it be thy 
gracious will, to deſiſt at length from the purſuits of unjuſt am- 
bition, and let the world be delivered by thy mercy from the 
ſcourge of war, and of civil inſurrection. Preſerve in our minds 


a firm and faithful dependance on thy goodneſs for all that we ; 


ſtand in need of, and whilſt thou heareſt our prayers for the re- 
turn of peace, may it be thy good pleafure to reſtore to us alſo 
the bleſſing of plenty. Thou ordereſt the ſeaſons in thy wiſdom, 
and haſt promiſed the ſeed time, and the appointed weeks of the 
harveſt : ſend us therefore, O Lord, in this time of our neceſlity, 
ſuch a ſeaſon both to ſow and reap, as may be favourable to the 
fruits of the earth, and make the fields which ſhall have been 
ſown to yield an abundant increaſe. But above all things keep 
us ever mindful of what thou haſt taught us, that man does not 
live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth pf the 
mouth of thee his God. Grant therefore, O heavevly er, 
that while we daily pray unto thee for the periſhable of 
the preſent world, we may not ceaſe to labour more earuci.iy, 
for that which endureth to everlaſting life: and may theſe our 
ſupplications and. prayers which we have offered this day at the 
throne of thy mercy, be graciouſly accepted, though not for our 
worthineſs, yet for the ſake of him who alone is worthy, Jeſus 
Chriſt the righteous, who liveth and reigneth with thee and the 
Holy Ghoſt, one God, world without end,—Amen.
